INDOLO ECUMENICAL CENTER: PATTERN FOR AFRICA 


Things at Mindolo have moved with great 
speed. The All-Africa Church Conference has 
located its headquarters here. The Women’s 
Training Center has already served about 150 
African women in an intensive four-month 
course that prepares them for the transition 
from the old village life to new urban com- 
munities. 

Numbers of groups have come together at 
the Center including politicians and ministers, 
housewives, doctors, and welfare workers. One 
of the most interesting of the conferences was 
one on the new constitution which brought to- 
gether political leaders, both African and 
European. A Literacy and Writing Center is 
located at Mindolo and is training Christian 
journalists to create Christian literature “for 
African readers, written by African authors in 
Africa.” Other ecumenical agencies such as the 


YMCA and YWCA have established head- 
quarters to train youth leadership using the 
Mindolo facilities. 

Mindolo is attempting to help the Church 
in Africa to meet the needs of a dynamic society 
in a Creative way.

In the preface Dr. W. A. Visser ’t Hooft, 
general secretary of the World Council of 
Churches, explains that the Vigyan Bhavan Hall 
in New Delhi where the assembly will be held 
cannot possibly accommodate the hundreds of 
thousands of members of churches to whom 
the brochure will go “in all parts of the world, 
and in very many languages. But we need your 
spiritual presence, your personal participation 
in this event.” 

The churches meeting in New Delhi, through 
their chosen delegates, Dr. Visser ’t Hooft says, 
have their “relevance in the local congregation, 
in the common worship, and the working and 
living together of individual Christian men and 
women.” People often ask “how they can play 
their part in this new ecumenical movement 
of our time. Here is one opportunity.” 

“As your congregation takes up the study and 
discussion of themes of this booklet, you will 
implement your membership in a world em- 
bracing community of the people,” Dr. Visser ‘t 
Hooft writes. “As you seek to understand anew 
our common obedience to Jesus Christ, the 
Light of the World, you will discover something 
of the glorious mystery of the varieties of spirit- 
ual gifts He inspires.

lecturer on ecumenical studies at Bethany Bib 
Seminary, Chicago.

THE CHURCH AROUND THE WORLD 


ENGLAND: Increased exchange of ideas be- 
tween unions and churches is advocated in a 
report just published in Manchester, England. 
The report is a result of discussions between 
trade union leaders and chaplains in a Man- 
chester organization for church-factory contacts 
called “Christianity in Industry.” 

Five points of similarity between churches 
and trade unions are listed. They are: the prob- 
lems of adaptation to the modern world; large 
popular memberships most of which are nomi- 
nal; leaders out of touch with the rank and file; 
a tendency to splinter and also to amalgamation; 
and members who do not practice what they 
preach. 


CEYLON: The minister of education in Cey- 
lon has announced that the government will 
not pay any compensation to the Christian de- 
nominations whose schools are to be national- 
ized. The Minister of Education stated in 
Parliament that it would be “immoral” even to 
make a request for compensation. 

A new bill has been drafted, according to 
which no churches may be built in future with- 
out special permission from the government, 
and such permission cannot be given unless at 
least a thousand members of the denomination 
reside within half-a-mile from the proposed 
new building. Churches which are in close 
proximity to buildings of archaeological in- 
terest are to be pulled down. 


SWITZERLAND: Applications for World 
Council of Churches fellowships for the aca- 
demic year 1961-1962 must be received at WCC 
headquarters, Geneva, Switzerland, not later 
than November 30. Applications for the aca- 
demic year 1962-1963 can be submitted through 
the end of March, 1961. Three to four fellow- 
ships are granted each year, primarily to younger 
theological professors or advanced students, 
wanting to do further study abroad. The pro- 
gram is in addition to the WCC’s scholarship 
program through which 135 students from 31 
countries studied in 11 countries other than 
their own during the academic year 1959-1960.

Seven Students from U.S.A. 
Enrolled in Bossey Course 


Forty-three students from. six continents and 
ten different church confessions are enrolled in 
the ninth session of the Graduate School of 
Ecumenical Studies at Bossey, Switzerland. 


This unique post-graduate school is conducted 
under the auspices of the Ecumenical Institute 
of the World Council of Churches in association 
with the Faculty of Theology of the University 
of Geneva. It runs from October 1 to February 
15 each year and the curriculum is centered 
around the study of Christian unity. 


Seven students from the United States are 
enrolled in the course. They are: Miss Barbara 
Hall, a graduate of Bucknell University and 
Yale Divinity School, of Cos Cob, Conn., an 
Episcopalian; the Rev. Robert Johnson, Bartles- 
ville, Okla., Transylvania College of the Bible 
Disciples; Nick Katinas, St. Louis, Mo., Holy 
Cross Theological School in Brookline, Mass., 
and student at Halki Theological School, Tur- 
key, Orthodox; Frank Lazor, Canonsburg, Or- 
thodox Seminary, New York, Orthodox. 


Also the Rev. Robert Mays, Gordon, Nebras- 
ka, Hastings College and San Francisco Theo- 
logical Seminary, Presbyterian; John Poulos, 
Jersey City, N.J., Holy Cross Greek Theological 
School, Brookline, Mass., Orthodox; and Dr. 
William Vivrett, Pittsburgh, Pa. Texas Chris- 
tian University, Disciple. In addition, Frank E. 
Sugeno of Virginia Theological Seminary, Alex- 
andria, Va., is a tutor at the school. 

The Rev. Francis House, associate general 
secretary of the World Council of Churches, 
told the new students that they are participating 
“in the largest and geographically the most rep- 
resentative graduate school since its founding 
eight years ago.” 

He warned the students that tensions might 
arise from their differences in background, 
theology, and language. Mr. House also stressed 
that “Our fellowship here does not depend upon 
personal feelings or similarity of religions, ex- 
perience or agreement on theological systems, 
but upon the objective facts, the immutable 
realities of God’s being and of His purpose in 
Christ to gather into one His children who are 
scattered abroad.”

Dr. Visser ’t Hooft said Dr. Baillie “will 
remembered as a leader whose clear judgme 
often had decisive influence in the life of a 
World Council.” He recalled that Dr. Bail 
had been scheduled to deliver the message 
the thanksgiving service in August at St. Gi 
Cathedral, Edinburgh, commemorating the 5€ 
anniversary of the 1910 World Missionary ¢ 
ference. 

Because of illness Dr. Baillie was unable 
attend, but Dr. Visser ‘t Hooft delivere 
message based on notes prepared by Dr. Bat 
Thus, he said, “his last message was passed 
to the large congregation composed of men a 
women of many churches and countries.”
